The invention defined in claims 1 and 3 at least is not novel when compared With the following prior art 
documents that each discloses all the essential features of the invention claimed:

For example the WO 1998/047760 discloses a water propulsion unit wherein two coaxial impellers (4.1, 4.2) 
having opposite pitch are driven in opposite direction at different speeds, thus one of the impellers is imparting 
less energy to the water passing the impeller than the other impeller. 



Furthermore, the features added by appended claims are either disclosed in the cited art and therefore not novel 
or relate only to features that are typical in devices of this type and therefore they cannot be considered as 
contributing to patentable ingenuity. 
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
